WASHINGTON (UPI) - For 
the second time in 11 days the 
White House today faced a 
deadline from Watergate inves­ 
tigators determined to secure 
needed evidence from President 
Nixon’s files. 
There was no firm indication 
from the White House what its 
reply would be to a six-week- 
old request from t he House 
Judiciary ComiUee 
for 41 
additional presidential tapes it 
said it needed in its impeach­ 
ment inquiry. 
The committee threatened 
last Thursday to subpoena the 
requested tapes if it had not 
heard from Nixon by today. 
On Monday. John Doar, chief 
counsel to the committee, said 
he had received assurances 
from 
James D. St. Clair, 
Nixon’s chief Watergate la­ 
wyer, that the White House 
would indeed reply by today's 
deadline. 
No Indication 
But St. Clair’s letter to Doar, 
while 
saying “progress 
has 
been 
made" in the 
tapes 
negotiations, gave no indication 
whether the tapes would be 
delivered or whether there 
would simply be a reply to the 
demands. 
The 
White House took a 
similar tack two weeks ago 
when 
Watergate 
prosecutor 
Leon Jaworski demanded that 
the White House comply with a 
subpoena for additional eviden­ 
ce. The President’s lawyers 
promised “a reply by Jawot- 
ski’s March 29 deadline, but at 
the last moment surrendered 
the subpoenaed material. 
Jaworski had been prepared 
to go to court to seek 
enforcement of his subpoena, 
just as the House committe 
now is ready to take the 
subpoena route. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino, 
D-N.J., called a meeting for 
later this week to possibly seek 
authority to issue a subjoena 
"in light of Mr. St. Clair’s 
reply.’ 
Must be Prepared 
He said the committee must 
be prepared 
to 
meet 
its 
"constitutional responsibilities” 
in the event the White House 
refuses to comply with the 
request for more tapes. 
"I really don’t have anything 
to say," Presidential press 


spokesman Gerald Warren told 
reporters Monday. ‘‘We are 
dealing with this committee in 
what we believe is a responsi­ 
ble way; and for our part in a 
spirit of confidentiality.” 
Doar also told the committee 
that the staff has asked for 
information on Nixon's 1969-72 
income taxes, the years the IRS 
found he owed $432,000 because 
of improper deductions. 
The staff is also studying 


data gathered by a joint House- 
Senate committee in its report 
on the back taxes to determine 
if it might be among grounds 
for impeachment. 
The committee met again 
Monday for a staff ‘‘briefing 
session’ and again there wras 
partisan bickering over what 
role, if any, St. Clair would 
have in the proceedings and 
over ground rules for the 
inquiry.

"A woman of that height and 
weight would need to go on a 
diet," said another paramedic 
applicant—Eileen Rector, 28, a 
licensed vocational nurse. 
"We asked the department if 
the regulations could be chan­ 
ged,” Ms. Sutton said, "but 
they said this had to go through 
the state legislature. However, 
we know that the regulations 
are set by the city." 


Suggest Regulation Change 
Ms. Sutton said the two went 
to the City Council to suggest it 
change the regulations to make 
them fairer to women, but her 
suggestion was referred to the 
newly appointed women’s ad­ 
vocate, Poppy Northcutt. Mrs. 
Northcutt joins 
the mayor’s 
staff .April 1 and said she would 
give 
the 
nurs.es* 
situation 
priority. 
Ms. Sutton said she was told 
the regulation 'Changes could 
take up' to a year, but 'that she 
feels the 'time could toe less.

routine to her current job. 
"It is knowing how, not how 
strong you are,” she said.

Jeffersonville, a basketball 
iwerhouse the past few years, 
ushed way down the list last 
ar in the state finals with 
actly one point as Wayne of 
*-t W ayne emerged as the sur- 
winner of the 70th annual 
val at North Central in In- 
anapolis. 


But Jeff may boast two of 
the best relays in the state plus 
the talented Hughes boys, Tom 
and Dick, both fine sprinters 
and hurdlers. 
Based on dual meet strength 
during the brief indoor season

BIG BLUE RESERVOIR 
Chamber of Commerce groups from Green­ 
field, Sheibyville, Morristown, Rushville and 
Knightstown together with a representative 
from Carthage met at Morristown recently in 
the interest of appropriation of funds by 
Congress for a long delayed project. 
This project is the proposed Big Blue River 
Reservoir in Henry, Shelby and Rush 
Counties 
Authorization of the reservoir was approv­ 
ed by President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
However, no funds have even been 
appropriated for the Big Blue Reservoir. 
Preliminary plans call for a lake at normal 
summer stage of 3,200 acres. The cost as 
estimated in 1968 was $29.2 million. However, 
one present estimate is $47 million, due to 
higher costs. 
In the same category is the proposed 
Downeyville Reservoir, approved in 1968 by 
Congress. The bill was also signed by 
President Johnson. 
This reservoir would have a normal pool of 
3,600 acres. The initial cost was listed at 
between $25 million and $30 million. The 
outlay would be considerably higher at the 
present time. 
Quite understandable is strong objection to 
the reservoir on the part of long-time 
residents of the area. Some families are 
descendants from pioneer families of Adams 
Township. 
Conceding the factor of keen displeasure on 
the part of affected landowners, who would 
receive a fair market price for their farms, 
based on 1974 values, the Downeyville 
Reservoir is needed. 
One of the reasons is that it w ould lessen the 
sharp rise of White River in Bartholomew 
and Jackson Counties where farm land is 
frequently inundated. 
Since some 10 years are required for 
construction of a reservoir, there will be a 
definite need for an expanded water supply 
by 1985. This will apply to the Decatur County 
Rural Water Corporation, tow ns of the county 
and Greensburg. While the present pattern of 
life will be changed for some families, a vast 
segment of the residents of Decatur County 
and nearby areas would be benefitted by an 
adequate future supply of water. 
To quite an extent, the Big Blue and 
Downeyville Reservoir bills related to 
companion projects. 
Just as a committee has been formed to 
seek funds for the proposed Big Blue 
Reservoir, it would appear to be appropriate 
for a similar group to work on the proposed 
Downeyville Reservoir. In fact, the two 
groups could work closely together. Actually, 
it might be as easy to procure approval for 
funds for both reservoirs as for one. In view of 
proximity, economy could be effected in 
planning and construction. 
George Gettinger, executive director of the 
Wabash Valley Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission, told the group at Morristown that it 
might be possible to gain an appropriation of 
funds in May, 1974. 
At least, the initiative on the part of the 
group at the Morristown meeting should spur 
interest in this area in inclusion of the 
proposed Downeyville Reservoir in allocation 
of funding by Congress.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - This 
year’s energy crisis and sky­ 
rocketing fuel prices could lead 
to serious food shortages in 
some of the world’s poor na­ 
tions, an agriculture department 
report warned today. 
'First, these countries are 
paying higher prices for petro­ 
leum imports,” noted the report 
pu.blish.ed by the department’s 
Foreign Agricultural Service. 
“Second, they face serious 
shortfalls in fertilizer and sub­ 
stantially higher prices from 
traditional suppliers — due at 
least in part to' the energy 
crisis,” added Reed E. Friend, 
a department economist who 
prepared 'the summary. Friend, 
said that fertilizer is vital to 
the production of the new, high- 
yielding grain types which have 
been widely adopted in develop­ 
ing countries. 
‘This situation, added to re­ 
duced food aid availability and 
high food grain prices, could re­ 
sult in serious food shortages in 
some areas/ Friend said. 
India, which has been hit hard 
by fertilizer shortages this year, 
reportedly already is feeling the 
pinch. Administration officials 
her* said they have seen trade 
reports indicating India has 
been negotiating with private 
U.S. exporters for further grain 
purchases. 
Friend’s report said the ener­ 
gy crisis has produced both 
pluses and minuses in. the out­ 
look for U.S. farm exports. 
Overall, he said, the net result 


may be increased overseas food 
demand will bring U.S. exports 
in the 1974-75 marketing year to 
between $17 billion and 919 bil­ 
lon. Only a. slight decline from 
the record $20 billion expected 
in the current 1973-74 season. 
Friend said most governments 
around the world will give top 
priority to meeting e n e r g y 
needs for food production. But 
some problems have surfaced 
including shortages of fuel for 
farm, operations, processing and 
transportation. 
Friend's forecast of possible 
food shortages in developing 
countries echoed a more dra­ 
matic warning last week from 


James P. Grant, president of 
the Private Overseas Develop­ 
ment Council. 
“The doubling to quadrupling 
of food and energy prices dooms 
millions (abroad) to premature 
deaths from increased malnutri­ 
tion and even outright starva­ 
tion,” grant told a senate sub­ 
committee.

President will pay on time and 
he will have to borrow.”

after questions were raised on 
certain aspects, there followed 
complete financial disclosure,” 
Warren said. 
“The 
President 


said he would abide by the 
judgment of the committee and 
he had done that. He intends to 
pay the full amount assessed by 
IRS.” 
Warren refused to talk about 
the 
President's 
1973 
taxes, 
other than to say he assumed 
“they will be closely scrutini­ 
zed.” 
Warren 
confirmed 
that 
a 
number of individuals have told 
the White House they would 
like to help the President. He 
said Nixon ‘is deeply apprecia­ 
tive of the feelings of many 
people around the country who 
have said they would like to 
help.” The White House said

cheon Monday at the Durbin 
Hotel. 
Dr. 
SerVaas 
pointed 
out 
several areas where local in­ 
volvement 
can 
contribute to 
effective prevention of disease. 
Noting that cancer of the cervilx 
deaths are still all too common 
today, Dr. SerVaas stated that 
simple, 
painless 
tests 
are 
available to' detect abnormal, 
pre-cancerous cells in an early 
stage. She also stated that local 
clubs and organizations have 
the 
ability 
to 
make 
a 
meaningful contribution in the 
early detection of high blood 
pressure, diabetes and gastro­ 
intestinal cancers. 
“A group of your brightest 
high school seniors could be 
taught 
how' 
to 
take 
blood 
pressure accurately in half an 
hour. They could screen hun­ 
dreds of Rush County citizens 
for undiagnosed hypertension... 
The satisfaction of discovering 
an 
undetected case of high 
blood pressure might help steer 
a student toward the medical 
profession and also, perhaps, 
help save a life.” 
Dr. SerVaas also explained 
other simple tests that could be 
used to diagnose potentially 
dangerous illness. 
“Because there is a shortage 
of doctors, especially in rural 
areas, there is much that lay- 
people 
should 
do 
to 
help 
themselves 
and others.” Dr. 
SerVaas said that through, the 
years, many great contributions 
have been made in medicine by 
non-physicians; 
for 
example, 
the late Dr. Clowes, an Eli Lily 
Company 
-chemist, 
benefttted 
mankind when he developed a 
commtncial 
way 
to 
extract 
p a n c r e a t i. c insulin from 
animals; 
Chemist and Noble 
Laureate, Dr. Linus Pauling, in 
his discovery that a defective 
hemoglobin 
molecule 
causes 
sickle cell anemia, opened a 
whole 
newT area 
of medical 
research. 
Medical 
history 
is 
filled with examples such as 
these,” she said.

urging Rush County people to 
become more involved in the 
day to day early detection and 
prevention of distase.
